Swedes Use ‘Atom Knife’ in Brain Operation 


STOCKHOLM (?—Swedish surgeons using an American In- 


vented ‘‘atomic knife’ report they have successfully performed 
the first brain operation in history without opening the skull. 


Confirming in radio and television interviews a story first 
published by a Stockholm paper, members of the operating team 
gave this account: 

A 55-year-old man, suffering from serious mental depression, 
was cured and a piece of brain tissue removed without a scalpel 
or other traditional instruments. All were replaced by the invisible 
atomic Knife—a proton ray. 


‘penetrated the brain of the ill man in 18 different directions during 


the two-hour operation, said Prof. Bror Rexed, of Uppsala Univer- 
sity, one of the six-man team. 


The proton rays were focused on the tissue which caused the 
disease. A piece of brain tissue three. millimeters thick was de- 
stroyed by the concentration of rays, this expert explained. Not a 
drop of blood was spilled and no incision in the skin or bone was 
made. 


Prof. Lars Leksell of Lund University led the operation 
through television from an isolated room next to the operation 
room, to avoid the risk of atomic radiation.

Judge Tanksley permitted 
the jurors to write notes to their 
wives, but instructed them to 
make no reference to the Bright | 
case. 


Deputy sheriffs were assigned 
to the jurors around the clock. | 

After the Saturday session, 
Branham asked Judge Tanksley 
to excuse him as a witness. Bran- 
ham told the judge he had semes- 
ter final exams to take this week 
in college.

New Farm Market 
Is Dream Fulfilled 


This week is highly significant to 
Georgia agriculture. Today signals open- 
ing of the 10-million-dollar State Farm- 
ers Market on Atlanta’s South Expressway 
which is without a doubt one of the finest 
facilities of its kind in the -world. 

The event marks fulfillment of a dream 
of years by visionary agricultural and 
government leaders. The old market long 
has been outmoded. It proved, however, 
the value of such a marketing facility for 
Georgia farmers. In fact, it contributed 
to agricultural progress of the entire re- 
gion and became one of the most impor- 
tant. food distribution centers in the 
Southeast. 

The gigantic new facility, which can 
accommodate more than 10,000 trucks, 
occupies 146 acres. It will serve as a 
terminal for wholesale food dealers and 
as a bulk shopping center for house- 
wives. It will have ample parking space 
and conveniences for. merchants and 
shoppers. It contains nine dealer build- 
ings, including space for refrigeration of 
perishable foods. 

Last year more than 40 million dol- 
lars’ worth of produce moved through the 
Atlanta market. The new and modern fa- 
cility will mean in time that many addi- 
tional million dollars’ worth will be 
moved annually to consumers in the At- 
lanta area, to other Georgia areas and out 
of the state. 

Agriculture, of course, remains a pri- 
mary economic asset of the state. Pro- 
grams to increase yields at less cost and 
to promote diversification are paying off 
in cash returns at the market place. But 
vields and diverse crops come to naught 
without availability of markets. This 
market potential will be increased greatly 
by the new development. 7 

It should be pointed out that authority 
financing under which the new market 
was built will be self-liquidating. All in- 
dications are that it will pay for itself in 
record time while returning millions to 
Georgia producers in sales. 

Dedication ceremonies will be held 
Thursday, with Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture Phil Campbell—who guided it to 
successful completion — presiding. It 
thus becomes a monument to farsighted 
leadership and to the type of cooperation 
which government can give in promoting 
the best interests of citizens. 


Study Points to Need 
Of School Mergers 


Findings of a two-year study made by 
James Bryant Conant, president of Har- 
vard Universitv, focus attention on the 
failure of a large percentage of high 
schools to do an adequate job. 

In addition to strengthening the cur- 
riculum, he believes the nation’s high 
schools should be reduced in number 
from 21,000 to 9,000 through establish- 
ment of “comprehensive schools.” 

The reason for such a sweeping rec- 
ommendation is that so many of the 
smaller schools are incapable of meas- 
uring up to desired standards in provid- 
ing students with a general education, job 
training or preparation for college. They 
lack the necessary facilities and often the 
trained personnel for satisfactory dis- 
charge of duties. 

While Dr. Conant’s proposed slash in 
the number of schools is perhaps too 
drastic, it nevertheless points up the fact 
that there is a great need for consolida- 
tions. 

Action .along that: line has been rec- 
ommended repeatedly in Georgia by 
various authoritative groups, including 
the State Board of Education. Although 
some progress has been made it has not 
kept pace with the growing necessity for 
better schools and economy in opera- 
tions. The same holds true in other parts 
of the nation. 

Bickering and jealousies at the local 
level, the old power struggle between 
city and county factions, usually are to 
blame. 

The students affected deserve better.

Atomic Peanut Project 


Is Milestone in Science 


On the face of it, this is a fairly dull 
discussion about 50 pounds of seed pea- 
nuts which were subjected to extensive 
radiation at the atomic lab at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn. The peanuts were bombarded with 
37 times the amount of radiation necessary 
to kill a man. 

This beginning took place 10 years 
ago. 

Now, after a decade of repeated ex- 
periments, a new seed peanut which is 
extremely resistant to disease has been 
produced. Mutation strains in the original 
peanuts were changed. They did not grow 
out the same type peanut as planted. 

From these new types more crosses 
and plantings were made until, after 10 
years of hard scientific .work, mother 
nature has been given a Herculean boost. 
Ordinarily nature ‘would require several 
thousand years to provide all the many 
mutations produced by the radiation bom- 
bardment. 

The big question is—are the peanuts 
safe? The answer is, of course, yes.

Urban Renewal Effort 


Must Be Continuous 


Praise by the area’s top Housing and 
Home Finance Agency official for prog- 
ress made in the urban renewal pro- 
gram here is indeed gratifying. 

The official, Walter E. Keyes, has in- 
formed Mayor Hartsfield that the com- 
prehensive nature of the local program 
promises results which should place At- 
lanta in the forefront of urban renewal 
advancement among major cities of the 
nation. 

His favorable comments on the pro- 
gram here were prompted by a progress 
report which Urban Renewal Director 
Malcolm Jones prepared. 

Many of the major obstacles to the 
undertaking have been overcome, as Mr.

Top Executive Predicts 
Big Strides for South 


Those were encouraging words for the 
South which Carroll M. Shanks, presi- 
dent of Prudential Insurance Co., left 
with a large group of Atlanta business- 
men last week. As head of the third 
largest business firm in the world, the 
speaker should be something of an au- 
thority on economics and _ economic 
trends. 

Commenting on the region’s rapid 
growth in the past quarter century, Mr.

Atlanta—In the name of the

It is surprising indeed that 
those who kept a guilty silence 
while Batista and his henchmen 
committed the thousands of 
crimes without any respect for 
the law now criticize the legal 
trials and social justice of the 
Cuban Revolution. 


We respectfully suggest to the 
North American and to the world 
press to comment on the situa- 
tion of the people in the Domini- 
can Republic, Nicaragua, Para- 
guay and Algeria, where the most 
detestable crimes are being com- 
mitted before the eyes of the so 
called democratic world.

By 1953, some 20 states had is- 
sued proclamations supporting 
Shut-Ins’ Day as established by 
Billy Power.

U.S. German Policy 
Takes Fateful Turn 


WASHINGTON—The hard line so long main- 
sained toward the Soviet Union over Germany is 
being immensely softened before the very eyes 


—_ 


of all who care to look at the plain, if not overly advertised, facts. 
Before this, of course, we have seen tentative attitudes of U.S. 
concession toward Moscow abruptly arrested by the protests of old 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer of West Germany. And this conceivably 


could happen again. 

If, however, Adenauer is not 
able again to turn our course back 
to the old tough position — and 
he is not likely to be able to — 
this may be said; we are entering 
a great turning in the 12th year 
of the cold war. 

This whole business is one of 
the most wretched dilemmas in 
recorded history. But it is upon 
one or another of these things — 
at best a fateful relaxation of a 
firm policy, at worst the first step 
toward soft surrender — that we 
are embarking. 

This is the meaning of Secre- 
tary of State Dulles’ declaration 
that free elections are not the 
“only method” for a reunifica- 
tion of Communist East Germany 
and free West Germany. Repeat- 
edly heretofore we had proclaimed 
that free elections lay at the heart 
of any plan of reunification. 

Why has the United States shift- 
ed ground so much? 

The Eisenhower administration 
will not concede that the obvious 
propaganda success of Soviet Dep- 
uty Prime Minister Anastas Miko- 
yan's tour of this country has 
been a factor. The administration 
certainly would never agree that 
budget-balancing policies limiting 
our military preparations have 
been a factor. Nevertheless, both 
probably have been. 

At any rate, here are some 
other considerations that are au- 
thoritatively conceded to be in- 
volved in our official reasoning: 

1. From the viewpoint of our 
highest aim for Germany — a 
truly reunited country bound up 
in the modern complex of Western 
Europe — a reunification by any 
valid means would be good 
enough. This might be accom- 
plished, it is suggested, simply

2. We will demand ‘‘real’’ re- 
unification, with the restoration 
of Berlin as a genuine national 
capital. ; 

3. We are prepared to acknowl- 
edge that the Russians — and oth- 
ers, too — have a real basis for 
their military fear of a revived 
Germany. Thus, we would be will- 
ing to go pretty far toward guar- 
anteeing — and pressuring Ger- 
many to guarantee as one of the 
prices of reunification — that the 
new Germany would not develop 
aggressive military forces. This 
might be a tall order to enforce, 
remembering the past—but there 
it is. 


If Germany did become reunit- . 


ed she would have to be left free . 


to join either our Western Alli- 
ance, the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, or the Soviet bloc 
alliance, the Warsaw Pact. 

The official argument for a 
new emerging policy, in short, is 
that it would: A. Relieve legiti- 
mate Russian fears of a militarily 
restored Germany. B, Put the 
country back together again in 
circumstances assuring that the 
Germans would not then turn 
against us. C. File away the 
sharpest area of friction between 
Russia and the West. D. Thus 
liquidate the crisis over Berlin, 
from which the Russians are at- 
tempting to drive our troops. 

What happens to the old demo- 
cratic concept of free elections? 
It would be an obvious casualty— 
about which we would not care to 
talk too much,

At such a moment one would 
expect that Jesus would have been 
sharing their concern.

Then we 
read that He rebuked the winds 
and the sea, “and there was a 
great calm.” 

Why did the evangelist record 
this story? What was there in this 
incident that seemed to him to be 
worthy of preservation? I think 
that St. Matthew long remem- 
bered this particular incident for 
two reasons. First, He wanted 
later generations of Christians to 
know of the way in which Jesus 
controlled the forces of nature. 
He is the Lord of Nature. 

But, secondly, I think St. Mat- 
thew remembered vividly the 
magnificent manner of Jesus un- 
der all circumstances. When the 
hearts of His friends were filled

with. dismay and confusion, the 


spirit of Jesus was as calm as _ 


those rough waters became. How 
shall we explain this wonderful 
poise of the Master? I think He 
tells us His open secret in these 
words, “‘Why are you afraid, O 
men of little faith?’’ Jesus’ se- 
renity was the natural conse- 
quence of His abiding trust and 
confidence in God. 

The disciples later learned to 
share Jesus’ faith in the Heav- 
enly Father. Each in his own 
way, in those postresurrection 
years, faced dire situations but 
the evidence of the New Testa- 
ment history is that they fear- 
lessly surmounted all crises. 
Something. of our Lord’s faith had 
rubbed off on them! 

This one thing we can say 
about Jesus: He.was never in 
a hurry, never confused, never at 
wits’ end. Always He walks with 
a steady tread. Always He meets 
life’s challenges with a poised and 
assured manner. 

I am sure most of us need at 
times to secure for ourselves such 
serenity and calmness. When 
things go wrong, we crack up, 
go to pieces, say and do unrea- 
sonable things.

He used the word ‘‘miserable”’ 
to describe U.S. press criticism 
of the executions, and reiterated 
they would continue. 


MILLION TO GATHER 


He told a crowd of 50,000 one 
million Cubans would gather in 
the block-long park in front of 
the presidential palace in Havana 
Wednesday to show their support 
for the new government’s revolu- 
tionary justice. Previously he had 
called for a gathering of only 
half a million. 


‘We lived seven long years in 
terror and this is what the Cuban 
people want,” Castro said. 


He invited critics from abroad 
to note the size of Wednesday’s 
gathering as verification of the 
people’s support of the provisional 
government. 


Later, in Havana, Castro de- 
rided reports that supporters of 
the ousted dictator Fulgencio Ba- 
tista would try to invade Cuba 
from Batista’s refuge in the Do- 
minican Republic. 


Castro asserted any attempt to 
invade Cuba would be crushed. 


He added that he would be glad 
to lend Batista the ships to bring

NEW YORK (—This business of trying to pick 
the No. 1 team in college basketball is getting 
easier and easier. Just flip a coin. 


There just isn’t much to choose among once- 
beaten Kentucky (14-1), North Carolina (10-1) and 
‘Kansas State (13-1). 


Then come North Carolina State (12-2) and 
Cincinnati (10-2), but those two make it a little 
easier. N.C. State, beaten only by Kansas State 
when it snared the top spot in the Associated 
Press poll from Kentucky last week, promptly lost 
to North Carolina. Cincinnati, with Oscar Rob- 
ertson virtually a one-man team, lost to North 
Carolina and North Carolina State. 


Kentucky (beaten by Vanderbilt) and North 
Carolina (knocked off by Michigan State) were 
just plain and simply upset. Kansas State was 
beaten by Brigham Young, but the Wildcats were 
playing their third game in four nights on a long 
road trip last month. 


Kentucky and K-State don’t play again until a 
week from Monday. North Carolina and North 


N.C. State shrugged off that 72-68 overtime 
defeat by North Carolina by defeating Wake 
Forest, 64-59 Saturday. The Wolfpack twice trailed 
by eight points in the second half, then led by only 
one with 1:45 left. Four free throws and a tip-in 
by Dan Englehardt put it away. 


Third-ranked North Carolina, the Atlantic Coast 
Conference leader with N.C. State second, was idle. 
Duke defeated Maryland, 78-69, in the only other 
ACC action. 


Kentucky, No. 2, whipped Tennessee, 79-58. 
Don Mills led scoring with 19 points for the Wild- 
cats, but it was Sid Cohen, riding the bench be- 
cause of a slump, who broke it open, scoring 
eight of his 14 points early in the second half. 


Auburn, the Southeastern Conference leader, 
retained a half-game edge over Kentucky and 
Mississippi State and kept its winning streak alive 
—but just barely. The Tigers, who have yet to 
prove themselves despite a 22-game streak, beat 
Alabama, 57-55, on Jimmy Lee’s three quick bas- 
kets in the closing minutes.

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Double-Crossing the Bar 


Maybe the widened crossbar won’t promote a rash 
of field goal attempts by collegians next season. But 
it should prove a remarkable rallying point for win- 
ning alumni and losing coaches. 


itt is bound to revolutionize the manly art of effigy-hanging. 
Time was when a particularly mediocre record—say 9-1 at Notre 
Dame—sent the faithful scurrying after a length of rope. 


Then others fashioned a fetching 
image of their head coach and loaned 
| a hand in hoisting him aloft, there to 

swing in all his splendor before the 
admiring eyes of the populace. 


Obviously this often has had a dis- 
concerting effect on the coach’s assist- 
ants. Is it really sporting for the head 
man to hog all of the glory? Did Na- 
poleon demand full credit at Waterloo? 
Certainly, the coach's aides deserve 
their share of recognition. 


Now—oh happy day—the alumni 
can offer no legitimate grounds for 
permitting their foothall leader to swing 
alone. Pleading lack of space for a 
proper mass execution sounds like a 
lot of hogwash when it is remembered 
that the crossbar has been widened by 
four feet, 10 inches.

Knoxville police would cheerfully wait 100 years instead. 


—How the Shadows Will Lengthen 


Admittedly, the longer crosspiece will be a source of inspiration 
to the coaches, players and fans. And let’s not forget the radio and 
television announcers. They can’t kick about it either. 


Late in the game, when autumn’s solemn twilight crawls method- 
ically across the striped arena, I can hear them now, talking about 
how much longer the lengthening shadows are lengthening this sea- 
son. 


‘Yes, Lindsey,” the old Gallopin’ Ghost will twang philosoph- 
ically, ‘“‘you can see right here on our chart just how much 
wider shadow the goal posts are casting this season.” 


‘You're right, Red,’’ Lindsey will agree. ‘“‘How about holding it 
where the folks can see it in their living rooms. That’s right, Red. 
By the way—who scored that last touchdown?” 


They are pretty much tied up with the missile program at Cape 
Canaveral, national security insisting upon crossbows before cross- 
bars. But surely they'll fire into this goal post project in the near 
future. 


Meanwhile, other computers are busily computing all the kick- 
ing angles influenced by the bigger goal. Their findings will be un- 
happily received by the field goal aficiomados, of whom, alas, I 
am one. 


Professors W. L. Anderson and Frank B. Herty of the Uni- 
versity of South Carolina engineering department declare that 
the new angle advantage is virtually nil. 


From 25 yards the old angle was 10.07 degrees. It now is 12.68 
degrees, a meager 2.61 degrees increase, but one I’m positive that 
Mississippi State’s Bobby Tribble would have gladly settled for on a 
rainy November night in Jackson. 


Had the crossbar been two feet, five inches longer, on either end, 
as it now is, Tribble’s field goal attempt, which an official later 
said missed by inches, would have easily gone through for the 
three points that would have knocked LSU out of a 7-6 victory and 
maybe a national football championship. 


—Changing Goal Posts A Problem 


If home plate were widened in proportion to this goal post ad- 
justment, it would furnish nearly four inches more target for pitch- 
ers of good control and bad. Even Tommy Byrne would be able to 
cut those corners. 


And can you imagine the sluggers trying for outside curves? 
There probably would be as many broken backs as broken bats. 


But lest it be claimed a completely rosy portrait has been paint- 
ed of the good times wider goal posts will proclaim, a word must be 
spoken for one group of public servants whose unhappiness is as- 
sured.

A public recreational lake for 
the Cook-Colquitt area has been 
an objective of some civic in- 
terests for the past decade.

Your figures will probably 
come fairly close to those we 
give below. If you don't, any 
adjustment is up to you—just 
so long as you know where the 
money goes. 


We've based our percentages 
on take-home pay, since it’s 
easier to work with. 


Taxes. Include extra income 
tax you may owe, state income 
tax if you live in one of the 
income tax states, and other 
taxes. Figure on about 3 per 
cent of your earnings beyond 
what is deducted. 


Savings. Set 10 per cent as a 
goal, but don't be discouraged 
if you don't make it at first. 

Insurance. Try budgeting 5 
per cent now. 


Shelter. This should be about 


25 per cent, including rent, 
utilities, apartment = supplies, 


house cleaning. 


Food. Figure on about 22 per 
cent. Remember, coffee breaks 
and entertainment at home 
have to be counted, too. 


Clothing. Everything you 
wear, plus cleaning and repairs, 
will probably total about 18 per 
cent. If promotion and success 
in your job depends on your be- 
ing very chic at all times, you 


may want to go higher here, 
cut somewhere else. 
Health. Medical and dental 


bills not covered by insurance 
will take about 3 per cent. 


Personal items. Transporta- 
tion, hairdos, books, recreation, 
donations, gifts, etc., will total 
about 14 per cent, but you may 
want to cut here to allow for 
more somewhere else’ (say a 
new dress). 


As you earn more, Miss P., 
some of these items will change 
crastically, others hardly at all. 
For instance, your eating habits 
won't change much, and your 
medical bills will stay about the 
same, at least until you're 
much older. But as you make 
more, you should set aside 
more for insurance and sav- 
ings. At the same time advance- 
ment on your job probably will 
mean larger outlays for clothes, 
shelter and personal expenses 
to go with your new status.

Fleeing Into Laos

MUONG SING, North Laos—This quiet green val- 
ley is rapidly filling up with refugees from communism. 
Every day scores, sometimes hundreds, of evacuees 
cross the China border six miles north of here, leav- 
ing their ancestral lands in the rugged mountain coun- 
try of southern Yunnan to seek sanctuary in the fertile 
friendly territory of northern Laos. 


Most of the refugees are of the 
Thai family and are called in this 
region Lus or Thai Lus. They are 
of the same ethnic group as Laos.
